The Bremen BDJ has been a rather insignificant and penurious outfit 
fer seme time and has approached the Consulate General on occasion fer j 

financial auppart. Until recently it was headed by Eugen SCHADE, who had 
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eeiuaeetieaa with the Deutsche Part el and. the notorious Dr. Heinrich LAUT57 
Sehade ia new faction manager of tho Bremen FDP, which ia a respectable 
party ia this area. Tho saw BDJ chairman 9 Hans BUI JEERS, has boon attempting 
ta build up the graup aa an anti- Communist organization® Ho and othor BDJ 
members havo cancantratad an attending political gatherings and participa- 
ting in the discussions which fellewad tha sain speeches. In this wark ha 
has had tha suppart af tho CBB, tho FEP, and such organizations as tho 
Arb ei t agomoiasohaf t Domokratlschor Kroiao and tha Buraya Ukion, Perhaps tho 
worst that can bs said of tha present leadership af the Bremen BDJ ia that they 
are tea prana ta leak far a fight without thinking af tha passible advantages 
this may;,gj.va ta tha Communist propaganda line (witness their attacks af last 
fall' an APB saatings in Braaan). They hare also bean tea inclined ta lunp 
tha KPD and the SPD together under the generic tars "Marxists® " 

As far as ths so-called Toehnlschor Bionst is concerned, this office 
is admittedly lacking in information. However, tha reporting officer views 
tha figures given by Senator Behnkamp with sane akapticisn. An attanpt will 
be made ta obtain further information an this subject. 

Tha conclusion which ana is farced ta draw? than; is that Bremen 9 like 
tha ether SPB= dominated Laoadoro ia simply tagging along with tha national 
SPD leadership in a natter which makes a highly satisfactory political fast- 
ball. This is net ta say that there are aa grounds at all far taking action 
against tho BDJ and its offshoot, the Toohniachor Pi oast . but tha reporting 
af fleer reiterates that it would be easy ta find nore subversive groups. 
Furthermore, tha fact that ths BDJ is anti-SPD has undoubtedly helped to 
shape tha SPD* a course af action, as has tha fact that tha whale affair has 
caused considerable embarrassment to tho government coalition in general and 
Minister af tha Interior BEDS in particular. 

This last paint was wall illustrated during a conversation which two 
officers from tha Consulate General had with Buergemeister KAISEN on 
January 15. Bremen 9 # public relations man, Alfred FAUST, cans in during tha 
course af the conversation with word that tho British had arrested noabors 
of a aes-Hazi organization in their zone. Faust teak this aa another 
illustration af a jab which should have bean dene by Lehr before someone also 
did it far hln and suggested that this might wall farce Lehr 9 s resignation. 

This is by no naans the first trample we have had af Lehr 9 a personal un- 
popularity in Bremen SPD circles. 

The initial reactlsm ta tha BDJ ban in right wing political circles 
in Bremen has bean extremely unfavorable. Tha BP, ascended by tha CDU, has 
demanded that the Sonata defend its action before a special secret session 
af tha Buorgorschaf t » Tha FDP, which, with the CPU, ia tha SPD 9 a coalition 

partner. Is equally incensed, and tho FDP weekly, Par Boland , will taka a 

veyy strong stand against the ban in its next issue.
